ABSTRACT OF THE INVENTION 

A device for preventing short nails of a nailing gun 
from being deadlocked includes a slot-sealing member 
provided under the gunpoint of a nailing gun. The slot 
sealing member has its topside formed with an elongate 
slot sealing portion for sealing up the front slot of the 
nail row inlet of the gunpoint when the slot sealing 
member is pushed inward, preventing a short nail from 
being deadlocked when it is struck in a work. When the 
slot sealing member is pushed outward, its sealing 
portion will be moved away from the front* slot of the 
nail inlet to completely open the nail row inlet for 
facilitating loading a long nail formed in a row in the 
gunpoint, unnecessary to disassemble the slot sealing 
member from the gunpoint when a row of long nails and 
short nails are loaded alternately, and easy and quick in 
operating. 
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
